ered to be on flre. A general alarm 
was sounded.

mineral water bottle that contained 
sufficient strychnine poison to kill ev- 
ery member of her household '

into the

At the present moment suspi- 


cion is not directed upon any person, 
either emploje or formerly in the Stan- 
ford residence

taken ill, Januarj 14, has been estab- 
lished bevond a doubt In the morning

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The Degradation of the House. , 


Speaker Cannon has just furnished another example of his obsti- 


nate and arbitrary disposition. A broad-gauge despot of command- 
ing talents and statesmanlike views like the late Thomas B. Reed can 
be borne when the tyranny of a narrow, half-educated parochial poli- 
tician is unbearable. A request signed by eighty per cent of the 
members of the House was presented to the Speaker asking him 
to bring in a rule that would allow a public building bill to come up 
at this session. 
It is to be explained here that the control of all ave- 


nues to legislation is vested in the 
Committee on Rules, and the 


Speaker absolutely controls the Committee on Rules, of which he is 
a member. Mr. Cannon denied the request with an oath, declaring 
that the House might elect a new Speaker but could not induce him 
to allow the consideration of any more bills to appropriate money. 


This was treating the members of the House like a parcel of 


children. 
It may be that a public bill at this session is inopportune 


and inexpedient by reason of the stringency in the National finances, 
but it is not for the Speaker to tell the House it shall not even con- 
sider the proposition. 
He virtuall> denes the House the right to 


control its own business 
In effect, he says you shall consider such 


and such measures and nothing else 
It is an extraordinary ?s- 


sumption of authority, parnculary as Mr Cannon is a Representa- 
tive like his colleagues and was simply elected to preside over the de- 
liberations of the House. He takes the position that he was made 
dictator of the House when he was made its presiding officer. 


It is frequently said the House has ceased to be a deliberative 


body, but has become.a flock of sheep driven by the shepherds chosen 
in the majority caucus. There is much truth in the assertion, ar>d 
the condition produced under the present system is one that reflects 
on the independence and capacity of the popular branch of the 
National Legislature To see this great assemblage of a free people 
domineered over and driven like cattle by an ignorant country lawyer 
is a grotesque sight, a bitter satire on representative government.
